Asariming (which we do solely for argu- 
ment's sake) Mr. Mackenzie to bo the ver- 
itable political scoundrel some amongst 
U8 formerly loud in his praise are now 
endeavoring to make him out, it would be 
difficult to conceive how British Colum- 
bia could more completely play into his 
bands. If he. wants a pretext for delay, 
could he desire abetter? If he is in 
search of an excuse for cutting hor ofT 
with tho unsatisfying "pound of flesh" of 
the bond, has not she supplied it ready to 
his hand? Wo are awaro that there is 
Bomothing very attractive about an ap- 
peal to tho Queen; but, the Governmont 
having made the appeal, it is a question 
even to those who believe in the 
propriety and efiicacy of that appeal, wlio- 
thor that silence which is said to givo 
tacit consent would not havo been tho 
wisest course on the part of tho people.

The Terms of Mhion 

. Meeting. 

■ Mr. Fell pvopssed tliat Mr. Drake 
■ ■hould take tUe chair, and the motiou be- 

Mr. Drake, nftor tliaTiking tho mooting 
for tho honor conforrod iipou hiin, pro- 
coodod to expliiin the object of meeting 
•which, ho aiiid, was to nscertnin whether 
tho public eudorao tho sending of n po- 
tition to Eaglund respsoting the treiit- 
*Hliiit'6ttlie%rdvince in the mnttor of tho 
OanadioQ Paoifio Enilroad. Ho wished 
briefly to rncapitnlate tho history of the 
subjoct. Tno petition wna originally 
projected by tho Tornia of Union Leagua 
»iid tho saiil League was formed when 
Mr. MftckenziQ and liis followora woro 
stumping tho country. Tho Cauadiiin 
Jfinis^ry at that tiino declared that tho 
Jlailway could not bo built. All of them 
said it was absurd to hold them to their 
bargain. All demanded relaxation, but 
none of them would explain procisely 
•what tliey wanted. On tho contrary, thoy 
carefully avoided committing themselves 
to anything; under those circumstancos, 
tUiS'IigaG^aia was inaugurated. At ono of 
thcToarly rneetiug of tho Loasno, it was 
decided to send a petition to England, but 
oa discussion it was thought, better to de- 
fer doing so until the arrival of Mr. Ed- 
gar, then daily expected. It was tlion 
again postponed until the return of our 
members from Ottawa, and on that taking 
plaoeVitliout any.satisfaotory result bo- 
liig'a'rrived at, it was resolvod to hold a 
meeting to tost the advisability of for- 
warding the Petition under consideration. 
It miprht seom strange, but as soon as the 
adTeitisemont of tho meeting appeared 
tho Local Goverumout resolved to for- 
ward a petition. Now, he might say hero 
thlit the object of tho meeting was not to 
blame or to praise tho Local Government. 
He wished it to bo looked upon as tho 
voice of tlio people entirely independent 
of any political faction or party. The 
question was simply whether a petition 
ahould be sent or not. In introducing 
this petition, lie would like to refer to tho 
lato O^tiQiLiaa^ Paoifio Bailroad Acta pas- 
jsage or two in 'which ha would read. 
Whon we comp.ire this act with tho 
terms, a groat diUerenco is apparent be- 
tween tlie two. [Mr. Drake here read a 
passftgo from the Terms of Union, -rea- 
pooting completion of the road within' ten 
years, and continued:] 

British Columbia had performed her 
part of the contract, but how had Canada 
performed hor's|? It might be urged by 
Mr. Mackenzie that as the Proviuco was 
now a part of [tho Dominion, and sent 
reprosoutation to tho Dominion House of 
Commons, and tlio Canadian Pacific H. K. 
Act waapassed by that liouso, tlioroforo 
tjitt^fo'fltas binding upon tho Province 
and would operate as a release. If so, 
howoTcr, tho L)ominion Government 
would be practically telling us to take 
what we could get and bo content. Tho 
Canadians woro no doubt more powerful 
thau wo tvoro, but ho thought it would 
Jj8 well to show Canada that if we were 
email we were united, and that wa would 
not be trampled upon without crying out. 
(Hear Hear.) 

LordDuflterin in his speech, said in re- 
ference to tho Canadian Pacific Railroad 
Aet— "Tho measure you have passed will 
enable mo to communicate at tho earliest 
l>os9ibl8, period with tho interior and Bri- 
tiini'ODlnmbia." Not a word about the 
Terms of Union. Now this was tho history 
of the ease and he thought it high tirao to 
avail ourselves of our constitutional right 
of petition. Mr. Mai^lconzio was a nico- 
apokon gontlomaii, and in private con- 
versation adiuitted that j iistico ought to 
bo done to British Columbia; all this was 
mere -wind. The Terms was the only 
dooament.whioh gave us any show. Talk- 
ing of building tho Railway without in- 
volvingoxtra taxation was absurd. Thoro 
was nothing in tho act about spending 
fl,50d,000 annually. He then read the 
petition, and retired amidst loud ap- 
plause. 

To'Hbu Most GitAcrouH ]\rA,Ti:.sTY (,)uee?i 

VrCrORIA, IN COI-.NOII, ASSIiMBLKD. 

Ihe humble Petition of Your Majeaty'a 
moat dutiful and loyal sabjects, tho 

inhabitants of Victoria, 
SnBWF.ru : 

That since tho yonr 18G7 the subject of 
ConfoJoration of tho Colony of British 
Columbia with the Dominion of Canadr^ 
was frequently diaousscd iu the Legisla- 
tive Ooiinoil of the Colony, and in 
the years 1868 and 1869 resolutions 
condemnatory of it were passed. 

In 1870 a Hchoiao was laid before tho 
TjGgislativo Council by tho Governor, 
which ultimately roHultod iu the Colony 
being admitted into the Dominion upon 
the terms and conditions whioh rnceired 
thr approval of Your Most Gracious Ma- 
jesty and Your Most Honorable Priyy 
Council on tho 16th d.ay of May, 1871. 

Tho chief condition of those t(>rms was, 
"That tho Govornniont of th« Dominion 
undertake to securo tho commenoomont 
/simultauooualy within two years from tho 
Jato of Union of tho construction of u 
Bailway from the Paoifio towards the 
Booky Mountains, and from sucli a point 
AS may bo selected V.ant of the Ilocky 
Jtluuntaias towards tho i'acilic, to conni;ct 
the Boaboard of British Columbia with 
tho Kail way system of Canada; and fur- 
ther to secure tho completion of auoh 
Railway within ten years from tho date of 
the VpIqb. 

''i.Dd-(he Government of British Col- 
uriibia agree to convoy to tho Dominion 
QoTerninent,' in trust, to bo appropriated 
in such fliannor na llio Dominion Goyorn- 
ment.n^ay deem advisable iu f nrthoranco 
of thaoenatruption of tho said liailway, a 
similar extent of public lands along the 
line of Railway; Jhxoiigh|(^a.t ^,its entire 
length in BjinsH Obltimbia, not to ox- 
tfood, however. Twenty ('20)inilea on each 
aide of naid lino, as may bo appropriated 
for tho aanio purpo.so by tho Dominion 
Govornniont from tho jiiiblic lands in tho 
Northwest Territories and tho Province 
ut Manitoba. Provided, that tlio quanti- 
ty of laud which maybe hold under pro- 
emptiori right or by Crown grant witliin 
tho limits of (ho tract of land in British 
C|iiumbia to bo ao couvnyed to tho Do- 
ainion Govornmout shitU bo jnado good 
Wtbe Doniinion from coj)tigijio»(» public 
ifadialAiid, provided further, th»t until 
the oooimeDoemeut, jvitUin two yenrs^ as 



aforesaid, fromjl^e date of the ITnion, of' 
the dbnatiruction of tlie siiid Railway, the 
Government of British Columbia shall 
not sell or alienate any further portions 
of tho public lands of British Columbia 
in any .other way then under right of 7)ro- 
emption, requiring actual roaidenco of 
the pre-emptor on the land claimed by 
him. In consideration' of the land to be 
ao'bonVeyW iii aid of the construction of 
the said Railway, the Dominion Govern- 
ment agree to pay to British Oohunbia 
from tho date of tho Union, tho sum of 
One Hundred Thousand Dollars per an- 
num, in half-yearly payments lu odvance." 

1. Tiie Union took place on the 20th 
July, 1871. Ontbe 7th JTune, 1873, tho 
Privy Council of Canada' decided that 
Esquimau, on Vancouver I.slnnd, bo fix- 
ed as the Terminus of tho Canadian Paci- 
lio Kailway, and that a line of Kailway 
bo located between the harbor of Esqui- 
mau and Seymour Narrows, on tho said 
Island, iiy tho same Order in Council 
application was directed to be made to 
liis Excellency the Lieut. Governor of 
British Columbia for a rouervation and 
for the conveyauco to the Dominion 
Government in trust, according to tho 
11th parograph of tho Terms of tho 
Agreeiuout of Union, of a, atrip of land 
10 miles in width alon^^' the Eastern 
Coast of Vancouver Island, between Sejr- 
uiour Narrows and the harbor of Esqui- 
mau, in furtherance of the construction 
of the said Railway, and which reserva- 
tion was made accordingly on tho 1st 
July, 1873, by tho Government of Britiuh 
Columbia, In this and all other respects tho 
Governor of British Columbia has f ulfill- 
edetery condition required of them by 
the Terms of Union. 

Tho Dominion Government havo al- 
ready broken their agreement by not 
commencing the Railway within the time 
specified, that;, is July, 1873, and thoy 
now seek to vaiy tho Terms of Union in 
auch a manner as practically to leave it 
in their hands to say whether and when 
tho Railway shall be opiqmenced or com- 
pleted, as appears by aeoiaon 17 of tho 
(Janadian Pacific Railway Aot, 1871; and 
by reference to tho preamble of tho aame 
Act it is evident that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment are unwilling to carry out tho 
original compact, and the declared po- 
licy •fiiix regardijb the Bailey .i& totally 
at variance with the Terms of (Jnion of 
British Columbia. 

British Columbia has persistently pro- 
to.itod against the action of tho Domin- 
ion Government on this (luoation. Tho 
only means of communicatiou this 
Province now has with Ottawa is by the 
United States at a distance of more than 
2000 miles through 'foreign territory, in 
addition to n sea voyage of 800 miles. And 
it is felt that the Dominion Govurnmeiit, 
in delaying tho commencemontaud speedy 
completion of the Railway, are defeating 
the ohief object of Confederation, i.o. tho 
immediate union of the British North A- 
merioan Frovlnoes. 

The Dominion Government in fail- 
ing to fulfil the Terms of Union, havo al- 
ready seriously aflfoctod tho welfare anH 
prosperity of this Province, and caused 
groat discontent and created 
a want of confidence in tho Conadian 
Government and dissatisfaction with Con- 
federation. 

The desire of Her Maje«ty's Government 
that the British North American Provin ■ 
COS should be united, and tho proposed 
conatractiou of tho Railviny, under the 
sanction atid desire of 'the ImpiSrial au- 
thorities were the chief inducements 
to B.iitiah Columbia to join tho Confed- 
eration, relying on tho certainty |that 
she should have the protection of 
Your Most Gracious Majesty in seeing 
that the Terms of Union ahonld be faith- 
fully carried out. 
Yonr petitioners, theroforo, humbly 
pray Your Mo^t Gracious Majesty to 
take this, our Petition, into your gr.T.- 
oious consideration and to act as Ar- 
bitrator, and see ttiat justice bo done 
to British Columbia. 
And your Petitioners, as in duty bound, 
will ever pray, oto. 
Mr. Morton said that ho had been on- 
truatod witii the important duty of mo- 
ving tho following resolution. 

"Roaolved, That the Petition as read, 
bo adopted by the meeting, signed by tho 
Chairman on their behalf and forwarded 
through Hia Honor tho Liont.-GovorHor 
to Her JIajosty the Queen , with a copy 
of this resolution." 

In support o/, a oourse which he was 
confident ttie meeting would adopt ho 
would say but a few words. In the first 
place ho would call attention to tho fact 
that tho petition was not tho work of any 
party but of tho Loaguo, which was in- 
stituted for the benefit of tho country at 
large and not of any faction (Hoar. Hoar) . 
He thought that at such a junc- 
tare all political parties of whatovur 
shade should unite. (Hear. Hear.) Ho ad- 
jured nil present not to bo led away by 
any side issues; he wished them all to bo- 
lievo that it was neither to support nor to 
embarrass the Local Government that this 
course was proposed; ha would Hujiport 
any government which ho beliovod was 
for the gootl of tho country. (ApplauKc ) 
The Local Govcrnmont having taken a 
course similar to that advised by tho 
League they would bo to a certain extent 
Btreugthoniug its hands by forwarding 
the petition; but thoy would not thereby 
endorse tho wholo of their policy. The 
present policy of tho Dominion Govern 
ment was calculated to arrest tlio develop- 
ment of every Province of tho Dominion. 
Alanitoba was holding meetings and con- 
demning tho action of Coiiada, and we 
could not bo accused of being loss loyal 
than they were. It was advisable to lay 
our protest at the foot of the Throne 
against tho infraotion of tiio only stipula- 
tion whioh had bson a chief inducement 
to us to consent to Confederation, eiipo- 
cially as tho Imperial Government had 
been a party to tho bargain. Mr. Mus- 
gravo had Jieoii sent here to "jockey," us 
as he might almost say, into Con- 
federation. Protests ought to bo 
made at once if at all. All busiuess mnn 
knew tliat in tho carjo of a note, any delay 
in making protest damaged tho holder's 
secnrity. This Canadian pacific Railroad 
Act waa an act of ro^iiidiation, Tliero was 
no mention of taxation in tho Terms of 
XJuion. Tbe'i^bdtier wo ascortniuoa tho 
true value of the security afTorded by 
Great Britain thebetter for all concornod. 
JL-. Mackenzie and tho Domiuiou Gov- 
ornment included, particularly if ho (Mr. 
Mackenzie) could be taught that repudia- 
tion was not a doctrino popular iu Eng- 
land (hoar, hoar). If there was not much 
confidence in the Dominion Goyeynmont 
here at present it was not our fault. It 
waa tlio natural result of tho want of 
promptitude shown by tho Canadian Gov- 
crnmont in every item in which they were 
concornod. (Applause.) Ho bolievod 
that the Canadians themselves woru being 
4«c0iy94 by Mr, Maokoozie, aud when 



the nation discovered that the bill lately 
passed would not build tho Railway, thoy 
would bo as discontented as we are. Re- 
specting the Island scheme of tho rail- 
way, ho beliovod it to be part and iiarcel 
of tho Canadian Pacilio Kailroad. (Ap- 
plHUse). • In Rupport of this view ho re- 
ferred to tho Order in Council, claiming 
the 20-milo belt, which he oonsidered. .to 
bo proof that it was so regardedby 'Oh- 
nada (apidauae) . 

Mr. McCreight, who was greeted with 
warm applause, said he thought tho time 
wiiH now como whon tho pooplo of Brit- 
ish Columbia must iiroteat, and ho did 
not know of any batter way of doing .so 
than to patitiou. Ho would probably bo 
told their doing so would stir up ill feel- 
ing, but if wo did not do so we should 
lose the railroad, and that would boa 
greater evil. Tho Canadians wore telling 
us iu fact that they did not intend to build 
the railroad. Ho referred to tho Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad Act in jjroof of thi& 
assertion, hedged about as it was with 
stipulations which were absurd on any 
other hypothesis. Wo are bound not to 
acquiesce in this matter. We couldjjnot 
wait— Mr. Mackenzie could. Money must 
bo borrowed in tho next fow ytiars to car- 
ry out the projected works now cora- 
meucod, and moHt probably wo should 
find ourselves indebted to Canada for it, 
and every dollar so obtained would in- 
crease tho difliculty of coming to a settle- 
ment with her. Ho referred to the at- 
tempt made by some mombors to lift tho 
reservation of tho railway bolt last ses- 
sion, and said no doubt Canada wished 
wo hud done so as it would havo enabled 
her to accuse us cf breaking our agree- 
mfvT.t. Such complications woro more 
li ! .jly to occur the longer tho matter was 
left open. We might got something by 
moving; we mi^'ht lose all by wi-.itiug. 
Ho might 111' a.slceil bow it might bonelit 
us, or hnrt Canada if wo accused her of 
rei)uiliating. If proved it would damage 
hor credit which, as she was always a 
borrower, would bo a serious matter to 
hor. 1 A voice— Wiiy diiln't you send a 
hotter man than Walkem ?] As far as ho 
wus personally concerned, he approved 
of tho conduct of tho Local Government 
in rejecting Edgar's jiropoaals. [Hoar, 
hear, and a voice- "Thoy dare not reject 
them."] 

In answer to the remark that wo might 
have had a railway on tho Island from 
Esquimau to Nanaimo by tho acceptance 
of Mr. Edgar's tormti, ho said that he 
thought it was a delusion. It would iu- 
volvo the iudoflnitfl poalpcne I'-nit of tho 
railway on the Mainland. Tho sugges- 
tion was all Jiumbng and though it 
might bo uncharitable to say that it was 
only proposed toprovoko dissension be- 
tween the Island and Mainland , he cer- 
tainly did not kLM)w of anj' better plan 
fordoing it. (Applause.) However, ho 
would dismiss that muttor. He wished 
to say once more that tliis was no party 
question, and he for one believed in sup- 
Iiorting tho Government whenever they 
did what lie honestly beliovod to bo for 
tho benefit of tho country. 

Tho hon. gentleman sat down amidst 
great aj)plauso. 

Mr. lloscoe, M. P., on being callotl, 
came on tho platform, and said he had 
hoped that those who bad called the 
meeting together, wken they learnt that 
the Government had resolved to petition 
tho Imperial Government, would havo 
thought bettor of it and withdrawn their 
l)Urposo. Ifo considered that at present 
wo hud not got a sullleiently strong oaso. 
The movement waa premature. Tho pre- 
senting the petition was like going to law 
with Canada; it was no doubt a strong 
card to play, but ought not to be played 
too soon. In taking tho caae of tho 
plaintilTas sot forth in the two petitions, 
the first ground of complaint wo havo 
against tho Dominion Government was 
that they had not commenced tho railway 
in the stipnjated time. Now the question 
arose — where was the railway, to bo com- 
moncnd ? Most people at this meeting 
would say Es(ininiaU; but tho Dominion 
Clovornment did not consider themsolvos 
bound to build a railway on the Island, 
and although whon at Ottawa he had 
stoutly argued the point in favor of the 
Island railnray, he was now .prepared to 
admit that, after all, tho view taken by 
tho Dominion Government might bo cor- 
rect; at all events wo had not a sunicicnt- 
l_v strong caso to appeal to tho Imperial 
tiovernniont on. As to compensatiou to 
bo got for our having reserved the twen- 
ty-milo bolt on tbe Island, tho Imperial 
(rovcrnuKint might . think that tho 
§100,(100 per annum we had received as 
suflieieut conii)onsation. Thou if tho 
Dominion Government was not bound to 
comiuonco tho rnilw.iy on tho Island 
where! waa it to begin ? — on tho Alainland. 
It was undoubtedly the case that it was im- 
possible to yet to say which would bo the 
best route on the Mainland, and he quot- 
ed from Hon. Dr. Carrall's speech in tho 
Senate to show tho absurdity of our forc- 
ing the Dominion Government to coni- 
niiMico tho railway before proper surveys 
were made. Ho was willing to admit 
tlKit these surveys had not been 
carried on with the expedition they 
ought to hav(3 been, and when ut 
Ottawa wo had impresRcd upiui tho Gor- 
orumont tho necessity of pushing forward 
those survoys. l{i;U(jiitly two books had 
been published affirming that a rente by 
Poacs river would bo the best and it cer- 
tainly would be advisable to investigate 
that route first. After all, then, it came 
down to this, that wo woro going to peti- 
tion thn Queen because tho survey par- 
ties ought to havo boon hero before and 
done moro work. Tiio next case we had 
to appeal on was that thore was a clause 
in the Rail'n^ay Aat stipulating that the 
makiiig'of the railway should not increase 
taxation, and a iirovious speaVcr liad said 
that Ihia was evident ])roof that tho gov- 
ernment wore not going to raakij tho rail- 
way. How was it, then, that when in tho 
debate on the Terms of Union, Sir Goorgo 
Car tier xiledged bis governmont tliat the 
construotion of the Canadian I*aoiflo Bail- 
Tray should hot institute an incroaso of 
taxation, wo did not then roconimond an 
appeal to the (,)ueeiiy When wo iirat saw 
thi.s clauso, wo thought it serious; but it 
really did not amount to anything. If in 
tho courfio of tho construotion of tho rail- 
way the taxation had to bo raisod to pay 
interest on Joans, no opo could s(iy it was 
the railway that required it; it could just 
as well bo put on any other puhlio 
works. He then remarked that both be- 
fore and after, at Ottawa, ho had reooivod 
constaut ap])licali<)n to got tho Dominion 
Govornmont to do numbora of things 
that wore not in tho T'ornis, in part to ask 
favors, and all the Jbilirth Columbia 
members woukl loll tho sanio atoiv. — 
When ho thought of this and now saw 
that when it came to us to nuvko houio 
little' concession, wo would give thorn 
nothing, but wero going at once to sue 
them bofore tho Iniporinl Govornmont, a 
feeling of sbame cnme over him (o think 



that wo could not Bhow a little more gen- 
erosity [At this a knot of Local Qovorn- 
meat contractors and a fow others in tho 
rear of the hall made a groat noise, and 
Mr, Roacoo.with a remark that they woro 
evidently going to hear but one side of 
tho quostion] retired. 

Sir. Bituster thanked tho mooting for 
tho honor conferred upon him, and then 
liroconded to any that tho last ovening he 
was in this Hall Mr. DeCoamos had ac- 
cused liirh of getting up a crowd to hiss 
him — play the rowdy (cries of "slianiol") 
Ho defied any man to sny witii truth that 
ho had ever done ho. (Cheers) . As to tho 
question, this was not his constituency 
and he did not propose to giro his views 
hero. Hon. gentlomon had been sent to 
Ottawa to maintain tho Terms, tho wholo 
Terms and nothing but the Terms; but 
opinions seemed to have changed, aud he 
would not trouble them any further, but 
reserve what bo had to say for his oonati- 
tuonts. (Cheers.) 

Cries of "Question,"' "Hum])hroyfl," 
''t^uestioa" ' 'Humphreys." 

Mr. Wilby of Esquimau said beforo 
the' question was put he wished to call 
attention to an omission iu tho drawing 
up of the petition. It would no doubt 
be believed that tho Homo governiLsnt 
would havo our interests somewhat at 
heart, but no harm could bo dona by 
pointing out some of their own intereF-ts, 
He would like to see some words iuaort- 
ed to the eiTect that tho China trade might 
be seriously damaged by the non-fulfil- 
luont of the terms. 

I\rr. Fisher of Esquimnlt, ?"^d no doubt 
that Lho Homo and Dominion governments 
understood tliat matter better than we 
did. The rosl question for tho meeting 
was,would5the petition do good or harm. 
Ho believed in the petition, and thought 
our last hope was iu tho Imperial Govcrn- 
mont, and thought tho lato Govornmont 
had been more ensrgetic than tho preaout 
ono. Sir Hugh Allan Jwould hnv« suo- 
ceodod if the money market had been a 
Utile easier, and although he did not ap- 
prove of bribery, ho (Mr. Fislior) rather 
regretted hia failure nr 1 finished by say 
iug womusthftvetho Railway, (Applause.) 

Dr. Tolmie, M.P.P,, who was Icdly 
cheered, after asking for a patient hoar- 
ng, and being ndviied by someone 
amongst the audience to be "oartious," 
spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and gontleraen, and gen- 
tlemm particularly — I have two favors to 
ask of you. The first I shall lueuliou 
now. Will you, as fairplay loving Eng- 
lishmen, patiently listou to the few re- 
marks I have to make on somo of the ar- 
guments just advanced in favor of peti- 
tioning. I have already heard them all, 
savoral times, and at greater length. I 
havo weighed tkeni carefully, and now, 
as beforo, uuheaitatinglypronounoe them 
weak and inconclusive. You have boon 
told that unless Canada carrioa out tho 
Macdonald Railway Scheme, she will be 
regarded in London as arepudistor, and 
that her standing as a borrower will be 
impaired. To thifi I reply, that the one 
thing needful in tho London money mar- 
ket is jjrompt payment of interest whou 
due, aud as long as Canada maintaing her 
Ijrosont high standing in rospect to punc- 
tuality, no questions will be asked on 
Change as to how she oarxieB onherFaoi- 
fic Railway work. Again, I have crave 
your patience for a short time. Is it just 
and generous of you, na Englishmen, on 
sucli insuflicient grounds to accuse Cana- 
da of faitlilus£i;3Sri aBtoTroaty obligations 
when a coufidpntial a^eiU was sent to us 
by the Premier so soon after our trouble;? 
last February, to explain the relaxation 
desired, and to get our views thereon? 
Oontlcmen — Mr. Mackonzio's answer to 
the Home Govern ment is perfect, as against 
th« frivolous complaint embodied in your 
pstitiou. It is above all incumbent on us, 
in this matter, to do our boat to find the 
riglit course. To day is tho anniversary 
of ono of England's greatest battles, when 
at Waterloo, in conjunction with her 
brave allies, striving for the right, she 
bore a principal part in defeating Nupo- 
looa and liberating Europo. Yoatorday 
was the OSIth annivorsary of another bat- 
tle in which England though in the \crong 
ut great loss, gained tho day. That bat- 
tle was followed by disaster and liamilia- 
tion — It was Bunker's Hill. Tako care, 
gentlemen, "that your work of to-night 
bring not disaator on this Province. I 
feel as auro that you are wrong, as I am 
that tho sun will rise to-morrow (cheers 
and "no, no"). The Doctor, though fro- 
(lucntly interrupted by conversational 
murmurs, (juostioiis and the like, on 
retiring from tho platform, thanked tho 
audience for tho modionra of attention 
heliad received (Laughter andnpplanso. ) 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald said that nobody 
bad told liim what thoy wero going to get 
by this petition. Canada would no doubt 
bo ready with answers to all our charges. 
England cannot coeioo Canada one iota. 
Mr. Roscoo had done all he could and so 
had all tlio members. Ho said Mr. Mc- 
Creight had not read tho wholo of tho 
Canada I'acilio Railroad Act. It provides 
that taxation i.s not to be raised beyond 
tho sum already voted. Ho laughed at 
till! idea of our injuring the borrowing 
power of Canada. If we woro sunk un- 
der llio sea she could do all tho borrow- 
ing she wanted, llo thought it would 
be better to ask the Governor to arrange 
an interview between Messrs, Walkem 
and Mackenzie and settle some definite 
time for the commencement and somo 
minimum sum to bo spent annually in 
railway construction than to potition. Ho 
was as loyal as mnono; but tho Imperial 
governmont would do nothing for us — 
they bad never spent a shilling for us, 
and would do loss now, We wore joined 
to Canada and must make the best of it. 
Ho moved as an amendment that an ad- 
dress bo proycntad to the Lieut. Gover- 
nor asking hini to take Htopa to bring 
about a n'.coting between Jlessra, Walk- 
em and Mackenzie for tho piupoao of fix- 
ing iio'.no early time for tho comnionoa- 
mont of the railway and the expenditure 
of nptlessthaa.SliGOO.QOO annually on 
tho Mainland, and the building of a rail- 
road from Eijqnimalt to Nanaimo within 
tliieo years from tho dato of commonoo- 
ment, wliich should not be later thon 1st 
June, 1875. 

Tho Mayor wialiCvl to know why tho 
Senator had ohnnged his viowB ? 

Senator Macdonald— 1 have notshang- 
ed; but you have (choorH). 

Mr. Brodrick wantod to know whether 
the Senator thought that Mr. Walkoin 
would be moro rosjioctf iilly treated than 
tho rest of tlioin had boon, and said that 
ho thought tho Scoiclary of tho Luaguo 
ought to explain his views and try to al- 
lay the dissenislon'IrbioK'appei^re^ ex- 
ist, 

Mr. Humphreys Raid lio had a rosoln- 
tioii to oiler, but as tho Chairman said it 
would bo out of order to put it beforo the 
main resolutions, waa dis^josad of ho 
would defer it. 

The CUairmaQ thou put Mr. Mortou's 



resolatiou, whioh was carried unaaimous-' 

ly. ' ■■ ' • ..'i ■ 

Mr. Humphreys, resuming, said that 
politicinns wero lilto lawyers. Any cape 
entrustod to them is alvvays tho most im- 
portant on tho face of tho earth, Hocon- 
sidered the question beforo tho meeting 
the one really most important to British 
Columbia. His object was to get n unani- 
mous expression of opinion, not only in 
Victoria but also tJu-ougbout tho Pro- 
vinco. Ho had not hesitated, on hearing 
of tho treatment of Mr. Edgar by tho lo- 
cal government to say that they had made 
a niistako — bad committed a grave crime, 
but Mr. Mackenzie's policy was not thon 
fully developed. He did not wish to do 
injaatioe to Mr. Mackenzie or to the Pro- 
vincial Ministry; but nftor studying the 
spcoohos of Mr. JSIiickonzio aud his sup- 
porters he was now satisfied, as their po- 
licy was gradually laid bare, that it waa 
nothing but a gigantic fraud. [ Choorsand 
shouts of "That's a good word!" I What 
more could be done ? Nothing but to biy 
tlie matter beforo a higher power. Ho 
gloried in the fact that at last wo had a 
local governmont capable of anticipating 
public opinion. It was now high time to 
find out whether the guarantee of tho Im- 
perial govoiumont waa worth anything or 
not, and now when Mr. Mackenzie inti^ 
duoed a bill disgraceful ic Canada and to 
his administration [hear, hear],— tl mei 
aura whioii might be fitly described asTa 
bill how not to constructa railway [hear, 
hoar], — a bill which in ono of their ovyn 
papers {thoGlohe] had characterized in'a 
passage to tho eli'ect; "That in inimjina- 
tion wo might see tho Canada Pacific 
Railway stretohing from ocean to oce»n, 
[Laughter and cries of "Oh, yes; iu ima- 
gination, another good word. "J Now, 
when we road Kuch an article as this, 
written no doubt to order, it behoved us 
to bo careful in our dealing with tho 
Ministry whoao viowa werelthuashadowcd 
forth. What guarantee have we |;hat 
those relaxations might not go on for- 
ever? He thought wo ought to give our 
hearty support lo Mr. Walkem. Ho then 
read the following resolution: 

Resolved, that it is expedient that a 
similar petition should be submitted lor 
adoption by public meetings throughout 
the Province. 

Seconded by Mr. Geo. Mills of Cariboo' 
and carried almost unanimously. 

With a vote of thanks to the Chairman 
tlie meeting dispersed.

Letter from Dease Creek- 

Dease CnEra, May 29th, 1871. 

R. H. Biiow.N, Esq:— * * * On 
May the 5tb, wo started from Buck's Bar 
on our way for Deaso Creek, with packs 
mori) suited for niulcB than men. Indians 
could not bo had for less than §50 por 
1 cwt. oiul oat out of their pack! That 
would leave us about 70 lbs. at Dease 
Lako. That lay out wo could not stand, 
80 wo shouldered our own jiacks. 

May liJth, arrived at the head of Doaae 
Lake, after a hard trip over a rough trail 
dud rougher bridges of Indian construc- 
tion. Thoy are quite a curiosity aud I 
shall bo glad to describo them to you 
Bonio day I hope, should you not have the 
fortune or misfortune cf seeing thorn for 
yourself. 

May 15th, arrived at Dease Creek; it 
should be termed a river in place of, a 
creek. Before describing tho creek; a 
word or two about tho trail and Bill 
Moore. As wo passed Bell's Lauding, 
about seven miles or so r.hove Buck's Bar 
tho point at which Moore's trail com- 
mences, lie bad two uiou at work there 
grading tho bank of the river. Thoss two 
were the full complement of bis gang. 
Beyond that place there woro two miles 
or so of the willows and fallen timber 
cleared. This was all that was dono to 
the trail at that dato. The first half of the 
trail was horrible to travel over and very 
diuigorous for men packing, us in many 
places the banks of tho rivers and creek's 
woro so steep we had to hang on to the 
limbs of trees to go up. Tho latter 
lulf was not so bad — more lovol, a little 
fiwanipy and somo fallen timber to get 
over, but of small size. There will bo 
pretty fair food for cattlo along tho first 
half of the trail, then no food for about 
fifteen miles; in tho latter tcu miles or so 
grass will be good; no prairie l<tDd or 
meadow swamps visible from tha trail, 
Tho now trail may deTinto somo from tho 
lino of tho old trail . 

You may well imaKino the growling 
there is at Moo ro and th« Government 
people, having to pay from SI to^l 50 per 
lb. for iirovisions and havo the hard work 
of packing as well. 

Now for Deaso Greek — at present n big 
rivor. Tory littlo work being dono on ac- 
count of high water. The creek is a can- 
yon, I may say. from ono end to tho other, 
wall rock nearly visible throughout on 
Lho west side. On tho east side wall rock, 
sloping aidoa and a little earth. Very 
littlo oavth in tho bed ef the creek but 
lots of boulders, 

Proui bearsay aud my hnliof, I think 
tlio cronk will i)ay very wnll for four or 
Ijvo miles, as all tho old hands I havo 
spoken to speak well of the prospects. 
Tho great trouble is the high wrtor and 
short fionson. Tlio working of this creek 
will bo like cb^nring up a good ground 
shiico, with tlui extra trouble of building 
wing dams, as it will ho worked out iu 
two seasons or three, at most, 

I was speaking to Hugo and Drake, 
They are in trouble about ground that 
was "jura pod on this creek and are waiting 
ancioualy iot tbo amval 6f ' the Judge.. 
Tiiero nrn many other claims in . dispute 
fts well. 

Thibert Creek I have not soon yet, hut 
from what I hoar it will pay in a good 
many places for three miles. This crook 
is the same size and' tiatute' na Doase's, 
No other strikes of nny conscqueuco as 
rot. 

Timber is very Rcrnhby and is scarcely 
largo enough for sluices. I r.m located 
in tjvo places on the creek. Thoir rich- 
ness is yet to bo proved. I stoodtho trip 
very 'well throughout iind am in excellent 
hoaltb. "r.^"V'^BN MoAiisTitu.

Paris, June 18th. — Deputies of 
Left Centre publish a<no^^agaiQ, in- 
viting an alliance with'ihe' rigtt cen- 
tre, that both parties may establiah a 
republic.
